Coady- stated that./'both grand 
juries heard evidence in regard to al- 
leged sexual offenses by Mr. Reber 
upon children in he and his wife's ca- 
re. The first grand jury returned in- 
dictments in regard to day care 
licensing violations* This grand jury 
return -indictments on the sexual mo- 
lestation charges* the difference due 
. to, in my belief, the recent develop- 
ment of the courts* allowing younger 
children to testify. These children are 
ages5and4* 

I recognize the possibility of .the-, 
children being ruled too young to tes- 
tify, but because I believe the acts oc- 
curred^. I am willing, to accept, that ie- 
galriskJ* . 

Reber and his wife were indicated 
by the CItristian County Grand Jury 
on May 16, 1986' on the charge of il- 
legal operation of a facility for child 
care, and subsequently found not 
guilty duringa bench trial on July 22. 

A warrant has been issued for Reb- 
els arrest and bond has been set at 
575,000. 

Aggravated crtrninai sexual assault 
is a Class X" felony punishable by im- 
prisonment with the Illinois Depart- 
ment of Corrections for a fixed time 
of not less than 6 but no more than 30 



years and a fine of up to $10,000. Ag- 
gravated criminal , sexual abuse is a 
Class 2 felony punishable by imprison- 
ment of from between 3 and 7 years 
and a fine not to exceed $10,000. 

In addition to the indictments 
against Reber, the Grand Jury re-
